The dairyman who dishes out 
grain on the basis of one pound 
of feed to three, four, or five 
pounds of milk produced, is simply 
not using the best ‘cow sense.” 
This system overfeeds the low pro- 
ducer and usually underfeeds the 
cow that gives a large volume of 
milk. It’s high time we put our 
feeding on a practical basis and 
feed each cow according to its needs 
The dairyman who gets the most 
for each feed dollar may have as 
high a total feed bill as a less ef- 
ficient feeder. The difference is, 
by knowing how to portion out the 
grain where it will do the most 
good, he has more milk to sell at 
little or no extra cost. 


When grain provides feed nut- 
rients at no greater cost than hay 
or other roughages, the ‘only con- 
cern is to see that every cow gets 
adequate amounts of the grain 
ration. Normally, however, rough- 
ages supply fed nutrients much 
more cheaply than grains. 

Under such circumstances, each 
cow’s grain allowance should be 


!based on the amount of milk she 


is producing beyond the amount 
she can make from the roughage 


| she is getting . 


To illistrate, we know that a 
|normal-sized mature Holstein cow 
can consume sufficient good-quality 
alalfa hay or alfalfa hay and sil- 
age to maintain her body and pro- 
duce at least 24 pounds of milk. So 
We need to supply such a cow with 
only enough grain mixture for the 
milk she produces over the 24 lbs. 


m We also know that cows giving low- 


test milk require about four-tenths 
of a pound of good grain mixture 
for each pound of milk produced. 


daily. Such a cow would need grain 
only for the difference between 24 


iplying the six by four-tenths gives 
a figure of 2.4 pounds of grain mix- 
ture as the amount she would need 
daily. Now suppose such cow was 
being fed by the “thumbe-rule”, one 
pound of grain for each five pounds 
of milk produced, Under this sys- 
tem, she would get 30 divided by 
5. or 6 pounds of grain mixture. 
This would be over-feeding. 

Let's now calculate the needs of 
‘a cow giving 70 pounds of milk 
daily. Using the “thumb rule” and 
dividing 70 by 5, she would be fed 
14 pounds of grain mixture. But 
by feeding according to her actual 
needs, we would give her 184 
pounds of grain mixture daily. 
This is arrived at by subtracting 
24 from 70 and multiplying the dif- 
ference of 46 by four-tenths.

More Milk From Less Grain | 


ty iw why fn many high-bred -bred herds fai fail 
to produce the amount of which 
they are capable. A good example 
is a herd of Holsteins which was 
shifted from the “thumb rule” of 
1 to 5, to feeding four-tenths of a 
pound of grain mixture for each 
pound of milk produced above that 
supplied by roughage. Produc- 
tion really jumped. The last year 
the herd was fed under the old 
system, the cows averaged 11,684 
pounds of milk containing 396 
pounds of buterfat. Under the new 
method, the herd average for the 
year Was 13,000 pounds of milk con- 
taining 449 pounds of butterfat. 
These are official figures. In fol- 
lowing the new system, this dairy- 
man actually fed a slightly greater 
total amount of grain, but by doing 
so he increased his cow’s average 
to 1316 pounds more milk contain- 
ing 53 pounds more butterfat. He 
was milking essentially the same 
herd the second year. but what he 
did was portion out the feed where 
it would do the most good. A por- 
tion of the grain mixture that had 
been going to his lower producers 
was now given to cows capable of 
higher production 

Quite a numbe: r of U.S. dairymen | 
have shifted to this more econom- 
lical system of feedin gz.

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD J. FULCHER 

Which fertilizer should be used 
on grass and legume crops is a que- 
stion often asked. Generally speak- 
ing nitrogen is required with the 
grass and phosphorus for the leg- 
ume. Fertilization of forage crops 
is a very good plan, in many cases 
more returns are realized for the 
dollars spent than when fertilizing 
grain crops. Many fescue stands 
which are not yielding well can be 
bettered by fertilizer, the growth 
may be poor just because of the low 
fertility of the soil. Forage crops 
add fibre and fertility to the soil 
when broken up, but the growing 
crop requires plant food the same 
as any othér crop. 

It is usually best on grasses to 
apply a high nitrogen fertilizer with 
some phosphorus, 27-14-0 at 100 
pounds gives very satisfactory re- 
sults. In cases where only grass is 
present and the stand is dense but 
lacks growth, 33.5-5-0-0 will be sat- 


isfactory applied at approximately 


70 pounds per acre. 

A forage mixture of legume and 
grass should have 16-20-0 applied 
at approximately 100 pounds to the 
acre, This fertilizer contains 14% 
sulphur as Well as the nitrogen 
and phosphorus. Sulphur is im- 
; portant in the grey wooded soil 
;areas. Where the crop is almost 
{all legume 16-20-0 at 100 pounds 
;or 11-48-0 at 75 pounds will give 
| good results, the latter fertilizer is 
recommended for the black soil 
not grey wooded. 

In areas where sulphur jx a pro- 
blem, applications of 21-0-0 at 100 
Oo 150 pounds gives good results 
on mixed grass and legume stands 
| Another fertilizer that should not 
be overlooked is barnyard manure, 
this can be applied on pasture or 
hay land and will substantially in- 
lerease the yield.
